The  Ap¬ 
pearances  in  the  Complexion  let  the 
skilful  Phyfician  di€p  into  the  Condition 
of  his  Patients,  and  difcover  to  him  the 
real  Inftruments  of  all  their  Ails :  2  For 
the  Bile  and  Phlegm,  as  they  are  the  only 
Caufes  of  Diftempers,  fo  they  alone  too 
give  the  Tindure  to  the  Skin.  There¬ 
fore  every  honed  Phyfician  fliou’d  be

Hue  of  the  Skin  :  For  whoever  has  the 
deepeft  Infight  into  Complexions,  and 
is  there  the  raoft  thoroughly  inform’d  of 
the  Caufes,  to  which  Difeafes  owe  their 
Origin,-  is  evidently  in  the  fureft  Way 
conf.  of  extirpating  them  *.  Jt  was  by  this 
acute  Skill  in  Complexions  that  the 
great  Erafijlratus  diftinguifh’d  himfelf ,

How  juftly  do 
you  obferve,  that  all  the  difference 
between  the  fimple,  benign,  diftin<5fc 
Conf.

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Quantity  of  the  vitious  matter  in  the 
Stomach ;  and  therefore  by  leffening 
the  Quantity  of  this  matter  by  Eva- 
cuation,  that  is,  by  vomiting,  the 
Symptoms  and  Danger  are  always  in 
proportion  lelTen’d.
